For this 
reason It Is evident that the sooner the waters of 
Lake Ontario rise andengulf Toron to andSîwSîh- 
habltants, the sooner wIU Canadian llte«ture be 
able to poke Its publishing papa plajrfully In tiio 
tummy. , ' 

The C.A.A.Us a wonderful prganhatlon. So Is 
the Writers Club of Toronto. (Wonderful means, 
full of wonders.) Tlilnk of It! ïf you are a young 
poet living In Lachute, P.Q.; all you have to do Is 
Join the Canadian Authors' Association, Lachute 
Branch, Poetry Division, and you ar» a .world 
figure. If there Is no' such Institution, you can form 
It yourself. 

Even In Greenwich Village, where all the 
young authors live In a heap, the serious ones 
have the sense to keep from organizing themselves. 
The object of literature Is to express life througfh 
your own Individuality, and so on. That Is', bunk 
too, but it helps when you, are talking about it. So 
In Canada, to keep your Individuality, you Join 
an organlzat({)n. 

Folk literature does not Ihrlyp under .the aegis 
of commerce. The first national literature; of any 
country Is Its folk literature'. Canada hiw not yet 
reachèd the stage where It has produced a folk 
lIt«ratur^^Let]^tOi|hem8elves, the publshers would 
not bother -Canadian literature because there are 
no Canadian publishers. After it liad formed Jtself, 
and when It was stfong enough to support a. pub- 
lisher, 'the publisher would appéar. , naturally. . 

But In Toronto' they are amateur f^nijèrloans. 
Théy are really Scotch, but thiy are trying hard to 
be Amerlcan8.: ,The mixture' Is no^t ^ happy one In 
any cohrie'ctïon, but when It Is applied to literature 
It Is deplorable. American writers are vivacious.. 
Scotch literature Is -fine. Scotamerlcans arel ad- 
mirable fellows. But amateur Sçotamerléàn Tor- 
ontonlan Canadians are Just too bad. Poets sAoiiM 
live In garrets. That Is Svhere they 'produce tbelr 
best work. Poetry written without some bitter- 
ness Is deadly. Twenty^flve poets at a meeting at 
the Ritz will not produce a bétter poem than one 
poet In a hayloft. If anybody stays In a hayloft 
for a year, they may produce a sample of poetry. 
But If they have to shave every, week to go and 
clap twenty-four othçr stablemen on the back, 
their devel.opgaent Is Interrupted and Irretrievably 
spoiled. They have not time to develop mood, thé 
essential factor. Once a literature Is formulated, 
It does^not need to organize. Before ' It Is formu- 
lated, It Is ditsolutory to organize.
